Tus Straits Times is evidently no ad- 
mirer-of Mr Hennessy. Our contempo- 
rary, who appears to gloat over the cri- 
ticism that has been so lavishly bestowed, 
on His Excellency. lately, has by some 
means got hold of a garbled account of 
the circumstance that on landing Mr 
Hennessy kissed the ring of ‘the Roman 
‘Catholic Bishop, “His first act on 
landing,” says our contemporary, “ was 
to walk; ostentatiously and without 
noticing anybody else, up to the Romen 
Oatholic Bishop of Hongkong and kneel 
down before ‘him for his blessing—-an act 
of groas impropriety, landing as he did 
officially as “Her Protestant Majesty’s 
Representative.” This is » striking in- 
stance of the way reports grow in cirou-

LARCENY FROM THE PERSON &o.

ig likely to be largely adopted by the 
German army; not, indeed, for use on 
actual service, but as a means of instructing 
men in shooting. The advantages claimed 
for the new weapon over any pattern. of 
air-gun previously designed are simplicity 
of construction and ease in manipulation, 
The number of separate parts in the pistol 
is very amall ; the parta are connected so 
firmly together that the weapon is not likely 
to get out of order; and even should it be 
injured, there would. ba no difficulty in 
ropsiring. it.. The principle can easily be 
adapted 1o any of the firearms in-use in the 
service, at very Httle cost; so that. men 
may be exercised in shooting with weapona 
of the atze, pattern, and welght which they 
would have to use in the field, 


Tue committee appointed by the Emperor 
of Russia to carry out certain experiments 
with electric lights {n order to ascertain 
which of the machines submitted to them 
best fulfilled certain given conditions, and 
also to determine how far it would be 
desirable to introduce the electric lights into 
Russian fortresses, has recently published 
ita report. Tho experiments were conduct 
ed in the fortresses of Novogeorglevak and 
Brest-Litovaki, with the following results,
